Seven out of 10 workers have “checked out” at 
work or are “actively disengaged,” according to 
arecent Gallup survey. 

In its ongoing survey of the American work- 
place, Gallup found that only 30 percent of 
workers are “were engaged, or involved in, 
enthusiastic about, and committed to their 
workplace.” Although that equals the high 
in engagement since Gallup began studying 
the issue in 2000, it is overshadowed by the 
number of workers who aren’t committed to 
performing at a high level—which Gallup says 
costs companies money. 

The poll, released last week, examined 
worker engagement beginning in 2010 and 
ending in 2012. The previous poll period cov- 
ered 2008 through 2o10. 

The survey classifies three types of employ- 
ees among the 100 million people in America 
who hold full-time jobs. The first is actively 
engaged, which represents about 30 million 
workers. The second type of worker is “not en- 
gaged,” which accounts for 50 million. These 


with their attitude, according to the report. 

“The general consciousness about the im- 
portance of employee engagement seems to 
have increased in the past decade,” said Jim 
Harter, Gallup’s chief scientist for workplace 
management and well-being. “But there is a 
gap between knowing about engagement and 
doing something about it in most American 
workplaces.” 

Gallup estimates that workers who are ac- 
tively disengaged cost the U.S. as much as 
$550 billion in economic activity yearly. The 
level of employee engagement over the past 
decade has been largely stagnant, according to 
researchers. 

The report found that different age groups 
and those with higher education levels report- 
ed more discontent with their workplace. Mil- 
lennials and baby boomers, for instance, are 
more likely to be “actively disengaged” than 
other age groups. Employees with college 
degrees also are more likely to be running on 
autopilot at work.

WASHINGTON Lawyers for former 
Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr., who will be 
sentenced July 3 for looting his cam- 
paign treasury of about $750,000, 
said Monday that if both Jackson 
and his wife, Sandi Jackson, are sent 
tp prison, he’d like to serve first. 

In a filing in federal court, his law- 
yers also said Jackson Jr., 48, has no 
income other than Social Security 
payments and a federal pension. 

“If he serves his period of incar- 
ceration first, Mrs. Jackson would be 
able to work and could stabilize the 
family’s finances,” they said. 

The family is “in significant finan- 
cial peril,” according to his lawyers, 
who said his “health issues preclude 
lim from working at this time.”

When the NHL playofts started, Comcast SportsNet Chicage dismissed re- 
porter Susannah Collins after Blackhawks Chairman Rocky Wirtz objected to 
the station—partially owned by the Hawks and three other Chicagea beams

acceptability. 


In a River West coffee shop over the weekend, Collins addressed! the epi- 
sode for the first time publicly with the understanding that terms of an agrec- 
ment with CSN prevented her from discussing certain details, Collins came 
across in a 30-minute interview with the Tribune more buayant alsaue ele fu- 


ture than bitter about the past. 


What have you been doing the past six weeks? 
The first couple weeks were a blur. I sort of 
checked out because it was everywhere. I got 
out of town, spent a lot of time with my family. 
I turned off my phone, avoided Twitter and 
didn’t listen to talk radio. I hunkered down 
and spent time with my family. When you go 
through something like that, you need all the 
support you can get. Once things died down, I 
tried to get back to normal. 


I was surprised at the support for you in this 
market. What was your reaction to the reac- 
tion? 

I was blown away. I had no idea that it was a 
story so many people would care about. Then 
there was this wave of support. The people 
who reached out to me ... former bosses, for- 
mer colleagues, college professors who I had 
years ago, friends who I went to grade school 
with who I hadn’t seen in years. The Chicago 
media was so supportive and something I’m so 
grateful for because it was so difficult. It pro- 
vided some validation for myself that I really 
needed at that point because, inevitably, you 
lose your job. 


In your time of introspection the past six 
weeks, did you have any sense of remorse? 
That’s a tough one for me to answer. Anybody 
who’s ever read anything about me knows those 
videos are very much a part of my journey and 
my story. I got my first gig in the industry, “In- 
side the NFL,” as a result of those videos. So 
anytime anybody asks me how I got my start, 


inevitably [ refer oo these videos. .. 1 newer 
wanted anyane to be attended, | tele heccible 
if people were. ... It was meant to be a scripted, 
satirical thing, 


Looking broader, in your job there's arale of 
journalist ahd aroleo! entertainer. Objective- 
ly, you blurred tha tine a little bit, didn't your 
Oh, for sure. Bue [ clen't think we cid thease 
videos with the inteat of them being hard- 
hitting journalism. 


Do you think, moving forward, thal anything 
you have dene wewld afiact your ability to ga 
into a locker room and be taken seriously as a 
journalist? 

I don’t think so. For 2 1/2 years I was working 
consistently. It wasn’t an issue. The job with 
CSN, I had such a strange trajectory, an uncon- 
ventional one. That was the job I really wanted. 
It gave me this platform to do so many things. I 
graduated with a broadcast journalism degree, 
so those skills were there. I had an opportunity 
to cut my teeth in the best sports town in the 
world, and I’m pretty proud of the work I did 
there. ... The body of work I put together in a 
short time will help me. It’s a positive thing. 


How much do you think you were a victim of 
your own success? 

I think the more popular I became and more 
people came to know me as a personality on 
CSN, the interest goes up. That’s inevitable. 
But I never feared that. ... I didn’t anticipate 
having to address [the videos} ever.
